Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report 
for  1956. 

The  health  of  the  District  was  good.  The  number 
of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  v/as  remarkably 
low , 


A number  of  cases  of 'Influenza  occurred  in  the 
District  but  did  not  assume  epidemic  proportions.  At  the 
request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  arrangements  were  made 
to  follow  up  several  suitable  cases  and  the  result  of 
some  of  the  material  obtained  from  patients  showed  that 
of  the  three  types  of  virus  most  common  in  this  country 
Virus  A had  been  isolated ^ this  was  of  considerable 
importance  as  an  epidemiological  factor.  ■ 

An  outbreak  of  Dysentery  occurred  during  the  first 
half  of  the  year  5 Ih?  adults  and  children  were  checked 
and  368  pathological  specimens  obtained. 

The  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  have 
shown  an  increase  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year. 

The  death  rate  (after  correction  for  comparability 
factors)  10. 05  as  compared  with  the  figure  for  England 

and  Wales  of  11. 7 per  1,000  population » 

The  birth  rate  remains  above  the --average  for  England  and 
Wales  being  17.92  as  compared ‘with  15.6. 

In  February  1956  registration  commenced  for 
Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  of  children  born  in  the 
years  19^7  to  1954.

Hospital  Services . 


There  has  been  no  major  changes  in  the  hospital 
services  provided  by  the  Farnhan  Group  Hospital  Management 
Committee  during  the  year. 

The  District  continues  to  be  represented  on  the  Group 
Management  Committee  by  Mrs.  Redding  C ,C . and  Mr. A .C .Boer. 


The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Eighth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Farnham  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee.’- 


"One  capital  scheme  has  been  prepared  up  to  tender 
stage,  and  this  deals  with  improvements  to  the  X-ray 
Department  and  the  provision  of  an  Isolation  V/ard  for  the 
Maternity  Department.  The  need  for  hospital  development  in 
the  area  has  been  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Management 
Comimittoe  and  the  Regional  Board.  Consideration  is  being 
given  to  the  possibility  of  acquiring  Frijilcy  Park  both  as 
an  interim  development  and  also  to  provide  the  site  of  the 
future  hospital  for  the  district. 


In  the  meantime  several  improvements  have  been  made  in 
the  hospital's  equipment  and  amenities.  The  new  Maternity 
Ward  sluice  has  eased  the  work  of  the  department  appreciably 
a house  exchange  telephone  system  has  been  installed  with 
satisfactory  results;  the  main  staircase  covering  has  been 
repaired  and  the  boiler  renewed.  New  stainless  steel  ware 
has  been  purchased  and  with  the  help  of  the  Comforts  Fund 
Committee  hair  mattresses  have  been  converted  into  interior 
sprung . 

Small  improvements  have  been  authorised  in  the  nursing 
and  domestic  establishments. 
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Arrangements  have  been  made  for  an  Out-patient 
Clinic  in  Plastic  Surgery,  which  is  conducted  by 
Mr.  C.  McCash  from  Rooksdown  House. 

The  Conforts  Fund  Committee  continue  to  be  nost 
active  in  furthering  the  v/elfare  of  hospital  patients  and 
staff.  Besides  helping  with  the  conversion  of 
nattresses  they  have  also  provided  other,  and  equally 
well  appreciated  gifts  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

Mrs.  J.Ii.  Cule  continues  to  run  the  library  on  behalf  of 
the  British  Red  Cross  and  St.  John  Societies. 

The  work  of  the  Caaberley  Orthopaedic  Clinic  has 
been  handicapped  through  shortage  of  Physiotherapy  staff, 
but  the  Superintendent  Physiotherapist  has  organised  her 
resources  so  effectively  that  on  only  one  occasion  has 
there  been  an  appreciable  waiting  list  for  treatment. 

The  department  has  been  provided  with  an  infra-red  lamp. 

It  has  been  the  Committee's  intention  to  link  up 
the  Department  with  the  hospital  as  soon  as  practicable 
and  if  Frimley  Park  is  acquired  this  object  can  be  ' 
achieved  v/ithout  difficulty.  " 


Venereal  Disease. 

Free  and  confidential  advice  and  treatment  continued 
to  be  available  at  the  Royal  Surrey  County  Hospital, 
Guildford,  and  V^oking  and  District  Victoria  Hospital,  Woking, 
throughout  the  year.  The  details  of  location  of  clinics  and 
times  remained  unchanged.

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REPQRT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE 

YEAR  - 1956. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Frimley  and  Camberley  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  report 
relating  to  the  work  of  the  Department  carried  out  during  the 
year . 


The  proposals  for  dealing  with  Sub-standard  dwelling- 
houses  as  represented  by  the  Council  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  continues  to  be  carried  into  effect  and, 
whilst  the  extent  of  the  scheme  may  not  be  regarded  by  some 
standards  as  spectacular,  many  of  these  old  dwellings  are  being 
dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts  either  by 
individual  demolition  or  closure,  and  the  tenants  absorbed  into 
the  attractive  environments  of  the  Council’s  new  Housing  Schemes. 
Some  of  these  older  houses  have  been  purchased  by  the  Council  to 
facilitate  the  redevelopment  of  one  area. 

New  development  in  the  district  has  in  many  respects 
been  extensive,  the  Council’s  own  schemes  have  been  augmented  by 
private  building  development  which  has  extended  to  all  parts  of 
the  area  and  many  new  industries  have  been  accommodated  in  most 
modern  factories.  This  latter  type  of  development  has  increased 
the  duties  to* be  carried  out  in  respect  of  the  Health  and  Safety 
provisions  of  the  Factories  Act.  The  general  development  has 
also  brought  other  problems  which  I have  referred  to  under  the 
heading  of  Public  Cleansing. 

Cleanliness  in  the  preparation  and  sale  of  food  has  for 
some  time  past  been  a topical  subject  and  the  demand  for  still 
greater  care  and  attention  in  the  handling  and  storage  of 
foodstuff  has  been  further  emphasised  by  the  introduction  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  which  came  into  operation  in 
January,  1956  and  which  have  involved  the  department  in  a 
detailed  survey  of  all  food  premises  in  the  district.  This  new 
legislation  has  dictated  advanced  standards  in  building 
construction  as  related  to  the  Food  industry,  equipment, 
amenities  and  special  provisions  concerning  personal  hygiene. 
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Public  opinion  has  played  a great  part  in  these  modern 
trends  but  much  more  could  be  done,  in  particular  having 
regard  to  the  high  code  of  practice  concerning  personal 
hygiene  to  be  observed  by  all  en^gcd  in  the  food  industry; 
the  public  could  extend  to  the  food  trader  a more  realistic 
understanding  and  appreciation  of  uhat  he  is  trying  to  do 
in  their  interest,  i.e.  to  pass  on  to  his  customer  clean 
food.  All  food  traders  would  welcome  customers  who  • 
refrain  from  handling  food  exhibited  for  sale  - from 
smoking  when  purchasing  in  food  shops  - and  a special 
request  to  a minority  v/ho  still  persist  in  taking  their 
dogs  while  shopping.  An  appeal  by  this  department  to 
discourage  dogs  in  food  shops  in  the  interest  of  the  public 
was  supported  by  all  branches  of  the  food  industry  in  this 
district  over  four  years  ago  and  a great  proportion  of  the 
general  public  give  their  support  and  co-operation.  It 
would  be  a welcome  gesture  from  all  dog  owners  who  may 
have  misunderstood  the  request  of  the  department  and  their 
food  supplier  if  this  practice  can  now  be  regarded  as 
being  resolved  by  mutual  understanding  in  the  public 
interest. 

One  of  the  important  branch  of  duties  of  the 
department  is  the  examination  and  adjudication  of  food  for 
fitness  for  human  consumption  which  has  in  the  past  been 
more  particularly  related  to  the  bacteriological 
condition  of  food.  During  the  latter  end  of  195^  the 
Council  decided  to  make  application  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  powers  to  administer  the  provisions  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  a duty  formally  carried  out  by  the  ^ounty 
Council.  The  Minister  of  Health  appointed  his 
representatives  to  inspect  this  area  and  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  as  a result  the  Council's  application  for 
appointment  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  succeeded  as 
will  be  recalled.  It  is  perhaps  noteworthy  to  record 
that  at  the  time  of  the  Council' s representations  to  the 
Minister  of  Health,  some  32  non-county  boroughs  and 
districts  in  England  sought  these  powers.  It  is  now 
known  that  of  these  authorities  two  of  the  boroughs  and 
10  urban  district  councils  were  successful. 
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SMITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban 
District  by  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company, 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Company’s  deep 
wells  in  the  chalk  at  Greywell,  near  Odiham,  Itcheljnear 
Crondall,  Beenham' s Heathj  near  Wokingham,  and  from  the 
Bagshot  Sands  at  Frimley. 


The  Frimley  water  has  a total  hardness  of 
5.5  grains  per  gallon,  and  is  subject  to  treatment  by 
aeration,  sand  filtration  and  chlorination  before  being 
pumped  into  supply.  The  Company  are  required  by  statute 
to  reduce  the  hardness  of  water  supplied  to  a limit  of 
12  grains  per  gallon,  and  in  view  of  this  condition  the 
supplies  from  Greywell  and  Beenham’ s Heath,  each  of  which 
have  a total  hardness  of  19*5  to  21  grains  per  gallon, 
are  subjected  to  softening  treatment  by  the  lime  process. 
It  will  be  recalled  that  softening  at  Itchel  was 
temporarily  suspended  by  Order  of  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government,  This  supply  of  water  is  now 
regularly  softened  to  the  Statutory  limit  by  a base 
exchange  plant  of  the  latest  type,  installed  by  the 
Permutit  Company. 


All  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the  raw 
state  before  treatment,  but  a precautionary  dose  of 
chlorine  is  introduced  into  the  normal  procress  of  treatment 
in  conformity  with  modern  waterworks  practice.  Samples  of 
water  from  all  sources  are  frequently  and  regularly 
examined . 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  RAW  MATERIAL  RECOVERY . 


C ollection . 

The  general  organisation  continued  on  similar 
lines  with  no  alleviation  of  the  problems  of  irregularity 
of  collection  arising  primarily  from  lack  of  suitable 
labour,  I regret  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  desired 
standard  of  a regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  remained 
impracticable,  despite  persistent  demands  from  the 
ratepayers  for  an  improved  service. 
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A new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  fore  and  aft  tipping 
vehicle  powered  by  a Perkins  diesel  engine  was  delivered 
in  October.  It  will  now  be  possible  to  study  the  relative 
merits  of  petrol  and  diesel  engines  for  this  class  of  work 
but  such  investigation  must  be  carried  out  on  a long  term 
basis;  whilst  the  vehicle  was  extremely  satisfactory  from 
the  operational  aspect  1 cannot  yet  comment  on  the  financial 
implications  except  to  report  substantial  saving  in  fuel 
consumption. 

No  difficulties  arose  during  the  'Suez  crisis'  in 
obtaining  adequate  supplies  of  fuel  but  suspension  of  driving 
tests  meant  that  learner  drivers  had  at  times  to  drive  without 
supervision  of  a qualified  driver;  in  order  to  avoid  as  far 
as  possible  any  complications  in  the  latter  respect,  a 
Departmental  test  was  introduced.

The  arrangements  for  disposal  for  controlled  tipping 
was  fully  reviewed  during  the  year  as  it  became  evident  that 
the  work  could  no  longer  be  handled  effectively  with  a small 
dozer  and  that  the  need  for  some  form  of  heavy  earth  moving 
equipment  was  becoming  a matter  of  urgency. 

Rest  control  (primarily  flies)  again  presented  a 
considerable  problem  despite  the  use  of  modern  insecticides 
on  lines  agreed  with  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Res<;arch  and  the  need  for  means  of  excavating 
covering  material  on  the  site  was  again  emphasised. 

The  disposal  of  arisings  from  factories  (particularly 
glass  wool  by-products)  is  an  increasing  problem  but  every 
effort  is  made  to  accept  all  industrial  waste  at  an  agreed 
charge  where  appropriate. 


A decision  in  principle  was  taken  by  the  Council 
to  make  provision  in  the  1957  estimates  for  plant  capable 
of  both  excavating  and  dozing.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  extension  of  the 
Depot  building  (commenced  in  1955)  was  completed  and  a 
’Smith’  continuous  type  waste  paper  baler  was . installed 
with  an  inclined  elevator  feed  from  floor  to  hopper. 

In  temporary  buildings  on  one  floor  the  ideal  layout  of 
paper  baling  plant  in  impracticable  but  there  is  no  doubt 
whatsoever  that,  had  the  Council  not  approved  this  new  plant 
and  additional  temporary  accommodation,  the  process  of  waste 
paper  recovery  would  have  broken  down.

MILK  SAMPLING. 

Ninety-six  samples  of  designated  milk  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  during  the  year, 

91  samples  proved  satisfactory,  three  were  void  on  technical 
grounds  and  two  proved  unsatisfactory 5 appropriate  follow- 
up action  was  taken  in  the  latter  instances.  In  addition 
the  bacteriological  condition  of  a milk  bottle  was  examined 
and  proved  satisfactory. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  routine  examination  of  foodstuffs  continues  an 
important  branch  of  the  Department’s  work.  Close  liaison 
is  maintained  with  the  Ministry  of  Food,  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries . 

All  laboratory  work  is  now  carried  out  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  the  Public 
Analyst .

In  addition  to  the  above  items  several  other 
specimens  of  food  were  submitted  for  analysis  arising 
from  complaints  from  traders  or  residents.  One  s^pecific 
item  related  to  carbonated  lemonade  which  was  found  to  be 
contaminated  with  cresol  disinfectant  5 fortunately  the 
quantity  consumed  in  this  case  did  not  have  any  serious 
effect  on  the  child  involved.  This  contamination  almost 
certainly  arose  due  to  misuse  of  the  bottle  before  return 
to  the  manufacturer  and  despite  the  precautions  adopted 
at  the  factory  escaped  adequate  attention. 

Earlier  in  the  year  the  Soft  Drinks  Manufacturers 
Association  drew  attention  to  this  undesirable  practice 
which  in  many  instances  is  in  contravention  of  'the 
Merchandise  Marks  Acts  and  the  Council  supported  the 
Association  through  the  local  press.  Deaths  directly 
attributable  to  misuse  of  bottles  in  this  way  are  on 
record  and  heavy  penalties  have  been  imposed  when 
offenders  have  been  prosecuted. 
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Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice  Crean» 

There  arc  now  88  prenises  registered  in  the 
district  5 2 of  these  are  licensed  to  manufacture  and 
86  are  licensed  to  retail  prepacked  ice  crean.  All 
prenises  and  vehicles  used  in  connection  with  this  trade 
have  been  kept  under  adequate  supervision  and  a close 
liaison  exists  'between  those  Local  Authorities  in  whose 
area  the  nanufactured  coonodity  is  produced.

As  previously  referred  to  in  my  opening  remarks,  the 
Regulations  which^  came  into' force  partially  on  1st  January 
and  fully  on  1st  July,  1958  contained  many  new  provisions 
involving  detailed  re-examinaticn  of  all  food  prenises  in  the 
area. 

Ninety-nine  prenises  were  examined  during  the  year 
out  of  an  approximate  total  of  15 0, 

^f-'the  provisions  operative  froi.:  1st  January, 

133  contraventions  were  noted  but  this  number  included 
69  instances  relating  only  to  the  exhibition  of  notices. 

The  provisions  which  operated  from  1st  July  mainly 
included  those  which  required  structural  alterations  and 
99  instances  of  non-compliance  wore  recorded  the  majority  of 
these  relating  to  washing  facilities  for  personnel  and/or 
equipment:  this  number  may  appear  high  but  it-  must  be  realised 
that,  for  the  first  time,  legislation  required  washing  facilities 
for  personnel  separate  from  sinks  used  for  equipment. 

Whilst  all  outstanding  items  had  not  been  dealt  with 
by  the  end  of  the  year  and  outstanding  premises  remained  to 
be  examined,  good  progress  had  been  made  and  it  is  with 
pleasure  that  I place  on  record  the  fact  that  in  no  instance 
was  it  necessary  for  me  to  ask  the  Council  for  authority  to 
take  statutory  enforcement  action.  The  latter  position 
reflects  the  very  high  degree  of  co-operation  of  food 
traders  in  the  area.

The  advisory  service  made  available  without  charge 
to  owners,  architects,  surveyors,  building  societies  etc., 
continued, to  be  used  freely  throughout  the  year  and  surveys 
on  behalf  of  the  Council  were  made  in  cases  where  advances 
were  sought  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

Forty-four  primary  surveys  were  made  together  with 
re-examination  of  a number  of  other  properties. 

The  recommendation  that  remedial  work  should  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  firms  who  specialise  in  this  class 
of  work  is  alm.ost  invariably  followed  with  satisfactory 
results. 


During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  prepared  a draft  amendment  to  the  Byelaw  relating 
to  treatment  of  roof  timbers  in  new  buildings,'  the'purport 
of  the  amendment  was  to  omit  brushing  or  spraying  thus 
restricting  the  method  of  protection  to  pressure  impregnation 
or  dipping  for  ten  minutes.  The  Council  decided  to  adopt 
the  amendment  but  the  Ministry  subsequently  indicated 
intention  to  give  further  consideration  to  the  stock  clause 
and  the  matter  remained  in  abeyance . 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  RESEARCH. 

Arising  from  numerous  complaints  in  195 V5 
concerning  atmospheric  pollution  from  residents  in  the 
western  corner  of  the  District,  discussions  took  place  with 
representatives  of  the  Fuel  Research  Station  (Atmospheric 
Pollution  Research) , a branch  of  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research. 

Arising  from  these  discussions  emphasis  was  placed 
on  the  need  for  more  local  authorities  to  carry  out 
scientific  recordings  and  it  was  stressed  by  the  Department 
that  recordings  from  this  District  ’would  make  a most 
valuable  addition'  to  information  already  available  in 
studying  the  London  problem. 

The  Council  readily  agreed  to  co-operate  in  the 
matter  the  decision  being  in  conformity  with  the  recommendation 
of  the  Interim  Report  of  the  Beaver  Committee  on  Air 
Pollution. 

After  some  initial  delay  due  to  pressure  of  other 
work  a daily  smoke  pollution  recording  apparatus  was  brought 
into  use  on  January  6th  1956  coinciding  v^ith  dense  'smog' 
conditions  covering  a wide  area. 

Filters  are  evaluated  by  comparison  with  a scale  of 
shades  individually  calibrated  by  the  National  Physical 
Laboratory  and  the  results  converted  by  a given  formula  to 
milligrammes  of  smoke  pollution  per  cubic  metre  of  air. 

The  results  of  the  investigation  are  forwarded  monthly  to 
the  Fuel  Research  Station  together  with  a daily  summary  rf 
wind  and  weather  conditions  in  the  locality.  I am  indebted 
to  the  Meteorological  Officer,  Ministry  of  Transport  and 
Civil  Aviation,  Blackbushe  Airport  for  placing  his  records 
of  the  latter  at  my  disposal. 

In  addition  to  the  daily  smoke  filter,  three  monthly 
recording  apparata  for  detection  of  sulphur  gases  were 
positioned  at  the  following  points  ready  to  commence 
recordings  on  1st  January,  1957 •-

I would,  like  to  record  ay  appreciation  also  of 
the  ready  co-operation  of  the  proprietors  of  these 
establishnents  in  allowing  the  instrunents  to  be  installed, 
the  sites  having  been  approved  as  eminently  suitable  by 
the  Fuel  Research  Station, 

By  virtue  of  undertaking  scientific  recordings, 
the  Council  became  entitled  to  membership  of  the  Standing 
Conference  of  Co-operating  Bodies  and  the  Council  appointed 
the  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  (Miss  C.A.Manby) 
and  myself  to  represent  the  Council.  A meeting  of  this 
Conference  was  attended  by  Miss  Manby  and  myself  in 
Novei-iber,  1956. 

A statistical  summary  of  results  has  not  been 
included  in  this  report  as  the  subject  is  one  which  needs 
comparatively  long  term  study  before  reliable  conclusions 
can  be  deduced. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES . 

No  additional  public  convenience  facilities 
were  provided  during  the  year. 

Plans  for  improvement  of  the  unsatisfactory 
convenience  in  Church  Road,  Frimley,  were  approved  during 
the  year.  When  completed  this  accommodation  will  provide 
for  both  sexes.  The  proposal  involved  purchase  of 
adjoining  property  belonpig  to  the  Brewery  Company  and  the 
purchase  was  completed  in  November  1956. 

It  IS  regretted  that  previous  comments  relating 
to  malicious  damage  ,and  the-  low  standard  of  hygiene  of 
some  users  are  still  'relevant. 

In  accordance  with  powers  vested  in  them  under 
Section  87  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936 5 the  Council 
decided  in  October  1956  to  adopt  the  Model  Series  of 
Byelaws  relating  to  Public  Conveniences  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 
This  approval  was  given  and  the  Byelaws  became  effective 
on  1st  January,  1957  • 
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As  mentioned  earlier,  steady  progress  was  made  in 
dealing  with  properties  included  in  the  proposals  made 
under  Section  1 and  submitted  to  the  Minister,  Details 
of  these  dwellings  are  shown  in  an  Appendix. 

Ni  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair 
were  received  during  the  year.

MORTUARY. 


No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  in  furtherance 
of  the  Council’s  long  term  intention  to  provide  alternative 
accomodation  incorporating  modern  amenities  in  suitable 
surroundings . 

A theatre  type  trolley  was  provided  to  ease  the 
work  of  the  ageing  part-time  attendant  and  to  make  provision 
for  additional  accommodation. 

Eighteen  post-mortem  examinations  were  carried  out 
during  the  year. 


RE-INTERMENT. 

Two  licences  were  issued  by  the  Home  Office  for 
exhumation  from  Blackdown  Cemetery  and  re-interment  at 
Farnborough.  These  were  supervised  by  the  Department  for 
due  observance  of  the  conditions  laid  aov/n  by  the  Home  Office 
as  far  as  practicable  although  some  of  the  provisions  appear 
out  of  keeping  with  modern  practice.  It  would  also 
facilitate  administration  if  more  details  were  given  on  or 
with  the  copy  of  the  licence  issued  to  the  local  authority. 
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Forty-five  licences  were  issued  during  the  year, 
sanctioning:  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  or  petroleum 
mixtures  in. the  form  of  cellulose. 

Storage  for  bulk  supplies  of  petroleum  ^pirit 
is  provided  in  underground  steel  tanks  varying  in  capacity 
from  250  to  2,000  gallons.  Cellulose  paint  spraying 
mixtures  are  stored  in  metal  containers  of  one  to  five 
gallon  capacity  - bulk  supplies  of  these  commodities  are 
kept  in  brick,  metal  or  other  approved  fireproof  structures.
